to give his undivided attention to war work. England is the first 
belligerent power to answer the Pope's suggestion which was for- 
mally sent to the Vatican today, through British minister De- 
salis, declaring that the Holy Father's plans would be "examined 
in a benevolent and serious spirit." Cardinal Gasparri, Papal 
secretary of state, expressed his gratitude. 


Russia through her embassy here has declared that she 


would not accept the Pope's proposal in its present form. 
This

The whole question now is what President Wilson is going to 


say. 
The first visible reply to the proposal was a general allied 


offensive along all fronts save Russia. 


The Pope however has laid the ground work for peace nego- 


tiations.
